Clew to the Bobberi. 

Booth Buid, lad., Deo. 8.— The 
8oQth Bend National bank, on* of the 

larp:o!4t and most Bonnd banka in north- 
em Iri'liana. waa robbed of over 115,000 

yeHtprday. The bold deed was com- 
mittod in broad daylight, while hun- 
dreds of people were on the street, and 
the robbers succeeded in getting away 
with their rich booty ^tEoat waTlDf 
the slightest clew. 

Chief Benjamin Rose waa at once in- 
formed and set his officer! at work im- 
mediiitely, but uii td tliiw hour no clew 
of any reli.'iiiit' has been obtained. 
K-viTV triiin or other incaiiH of leaving 
the city is carefully watched and offi- 
cers hoiMj to obtain noiiie tangible clew 
Boon. Chief Boee believes they were 
no less than font men in the gang and 

possibly more. 

('asbier Myron C;iiii;ibell remained at 
the bank, w Inch IH in tlio heart of the 
city, until ail the emjiloyes were gone. 
He" tht'n. as he supposed, locked the 
middle dour of the big vault, and li ft 
everything in the usual shape at the 
noon recess. It was 15 minutes after 
12 o'clock when he left. At 10 minutes 
of 1 he rcturiioil, entering by the Front 
street door, lb' passed down the cor- 
ridor alougside the < (ishiers, collectors 
and otlier desks, and turned to his loft 
to enter t lie door opening baok Of tllis 
line fit' continuoUH desks. 

As he was about to enter the door hit 
foot struck a chisel. He jiicked it up. 
but thought nothing of the matter, as 
the pluniliers bad been in the building 
and had passe.l by where he found the 
chisel, he thinking they iiad dropped U. 

Ten minutes later Assistant Cashier 
John M. Brown arrived and Mr. Camp- 
bell showed him the chisel. Mr. 
Brown's subpicii.in8 were aroused to 
snch an e.xient that an iuveitigatiou 
was immediately instituted. 

The men found a rear window open, 
the back door unlocked and the door 
between the directors' room and the 
countingrconi mutilated. A rush wiw 
then made for the vault. The door was 
as Mr. Campbell loft it. They swung 
it back anv! examined the safe within. 
A glance showed that money had been 
taken but they could not tell how much. 

The police were at once notified. 

Business went on about as usual and 
no particular effort was made to deter- 
mine the exact amount until the day's 
balances were made up, when it devel- 
op that tha robbara had leoared |15,- 

■fhere is little doubt but the bank has 
been watched tor several days, perhaps 
weeks. It is l>Hated on North iMichigan 
street and has an immense plateglass 
front. The cashier is located lees than 
10 feet from the front door and hie desk, 
lx>oks and onrrenoy ara always in plain 
sight. 

Frou) across the itreet one can see 
clear ihruugh to the directors' room 

fad all over the conntingroom. the 
oors being in plain view. At the doors 
and windws are heavy curtains, but 
these were up at the time of the rob- 
bery and every portion of the large 
countingroom waa fully exposed, with 
a stream of people continually paasiu 5 
on either side Of the street. 

North of the bank, and enrroonded 
on three sides by a good sized yard, is 
tlie Fust National bank. Two steps 
le;id up to a wido portico in front of the 
latter bank, and from it across to the 
north wall of the first named bapk 
buihliug IS an iron fence. As soon as 
Cashier Campbell was oat of eight the 
robbers walked up on the First Mation* 
al s portico, 8tepi>«d on the fenea, 
jumped down into the snow and made 
a straight line for the rear of the bank, 
back of which is a high board fencp 

A window was then pried open, giv- 
ing adinietioa to the direotori' room. 
The wood and glaaa door between this 
and the countingroom was pried open 
and a raid began on the vanlt As 
stated. Cashier Campbell locked tbie 
or thought he did. It it now pretty 
certain uuA in turning the combina- 
tion knob <^ the middle door, the one 
depended on at the noon hour, he did 
not turn it far enough to acatter the 
tumblers. By mere chance the robbers 
happened to turn this the right way to 
vnlock the door. , , 

The raid was well planned as is shown 
by the fact that the robbers touched no 
money that would be at onoe missed . 
On top of the safe waa a counter 
tray containing about $5,000. Not a 
dollar of this was touched. The v con- 
fined themselves to the safe which con- 
tained in the neighborhood of 190,0% 
$14,000 being gold. Of the gold Mif 
$4,000 was taken, the rest of the $15.> 
900 stolen wns in paper money; none in 
sil ver. On the cashier's desk wasqnite 
a sum of change,|bat .nothing was 
touched. ... 

The robbers then closed the vault 
door, to allay suspicion, and left by the 
back door, which .they unlocked, leav- 
ing the rear of the building as they had 
approached it. The chisel is the onlv 
object that anpears to have been used. 
It is made of steel, purchased from a 
local dealer four days ago. There is 
every reason to believe that the robbery 
was the work of professionals, as the 
preparations were perfect and the men 
were probably fully armed for action if 
caught in a tight Place. 

Assistant Cashier J. E. Kelley of the 
First National bank resides in the rear 
of the latter bank. The windows in his 
home give a full view of the window 
through wUoh Mtranoe was gained to 
tba robbed bank.

Indianapolis, Dec. 8. — The federal 
grand jury adjourned until Dec. IM, 
without returning any indictments 
against the Indianapolis National bank 
officials. The judge cautioned the jury 
to observe the utmost secrecy. It has 
been hinted that the delay wns alto- 
gether unnecessary and was occasioned 
by the desire to shield persons likely to 
be indicted by giving ttu'tn an opj)or- 
tnnity to patch up whatever criminal 
acts they may iiave committed. Such 
hints as these have led to various ru- 
mors and have caused newspapers to 
make assertions which they would have 
difiicultv in substantiating. The delay 
is explained on the ground that the 
preparation of the iudic^ments is not 
yat oompl tad.

Tiiat the various cmntrieH are fnlly 
alivH to the difiicultii '* ahead of them 
there can l>e no douljt, and nuuierojis 
incidents have coino to lifjht within tlie 
past few days wliich indicate tliat all 
the powers are making preparations to 
meet any emergency, whatever if» jiro- 
portions may be. In connection with 
these recent developments the state- 
ment made on the. authority of the 
Westminster (Gazette that five new 
battlfhhipH, a (irHt chiKs crnist'r and a 
number f)f Hitijillcr vohkcIr have been 
ordered to auKuu>nt tli«> Britillh UTy, 
is not without sif,'nific.<viice. 

Russia wants ( 'on.itantinople and it 
prejiarinK to take it. Russia can not 
sur( t (i in accoiiiplishirig this desire 
without first fiirlitintc Auslria. She can 
not fight Austria without titrhting Ger- 
many at the same time. Russia wants 
the mouth of the Danube, a desire as 
strange as if France should wish to re- 
occupy Louisiana. Russia, therefore, 
has one enemy jiartieularly in mind, 
that is, (iermany, and in this hatred of 
tiermany was born the comical friend- 
sliip be Iween HuHsia and France, for 
Franco means to get bacit Alsace- Lor- 
raine. 

The jfravity of the present outlook is 
not so much, in the fact that Ku.ssia 
and France individually dislike Ger- 
many, hut in tlie fact that they are 
united in a liatred that absorbs everv 
other passion. That France is thirsting 
for war admits of scant doubt to those 
who saw the delirions behavior of the 
French people in welcoming the Rua- 
slaii sailors at Toalon and Paris, nor is 
there any doubt that the is now better 
fitted for war than the has ever been. 
BoMia sonnded France and was well 
ratiafladwith the result When war 
it declared the two are one, army and 
narv. 

The Russian government has now 
massed all its active army west of Mos- 
cow and the great bulk in Poland. It 
is persecuting the (German and the 
Lutheran religion in the Baltic prbv- 
inoM and is fanning, rather than allay- 
ing, tba prevailing hatred for Ger- 
many. 

Bnssia has been observing great se- 
crecy of late with regard to movements 
on OM railways. Sometimee several 
daya have passed when all traffic on the 
roada has been stopped save that of the 
gOTemment Oddly enough the money 
that she has been spending upon forts 
and stores haa nearly all be«i expended 
against the German frontier. She 
knows that ahe must aettla with Ger- 
many before she can get uie Boa- 

the German emperor, meanwhile, is 
•wake and knows what is passing about 
him, but he knows also that he has 
much to lose and little to gain by a suc- 
cessful campaign. German men of 
bosiness fed this, too, and that the 
Mzt war will be largelr deroted to 
nailing chestnuts out of the Act far 
£aglaud. The kaiser knows thati&a 
war with Russia he will be fighting the 
battle of all oiTilised ooantrtea against 
a power representing oommwcial stag- 
nation, political barbarism and relig- 
ions intolerance.

Nothing goes to waste on a big rail- 
road, and every Fcrap of iron and much 
secondhand materi;il is valued at a fixed 
price and carried on the books as so mach 
stock on hand. The system followed by 
the storekeeper's department of one rail- 
road is a sample of many. Thaaaoond- 
hand metals are gathered and plaoad la 
piles, regularly assorted. 

Then they are classified by the fore- 
man aud taken into stock by the store 
keeper or assistant. There are regular 
schedules— one of material which can be 
used again, which ia denominated sec- 
ondhand, and another of material which 
has to be melted before it can be need 
which is known as scrap. 

The classes are arrange<l something 
after the following order: Steel scrap, 
Noa. 1, 2, 8, 4, 5 and 0, at prices ranging 
from |98 a ton down; wrought iron, 
Nos. 1, 2, 8 and 4; cast iron, Noa. 1, 8, 8 
and 4. Even borings are taken into ao 
count, brass borings being credited at 
eight cents per pound and brass scrap 
and copper at twelve. 

This material is shipped to division 
headquavters when a carload boa accu 
mulated. Here it is disposed of by the 
storekeeper on order of. his chief, bein 
shiiii)e(l in carloads to h^lg dealers in old 
metals in large cities. Much of it goes to 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati atid such jwints 
Orders for as high as 500,000 pounds of 
one kind of material are occasionally re- 
ceived from single firms. Most of the 
secondhand material is need over again 
in the shops, but it is i)reviously taken 
on the books at a fixed price by the store- 
keeper and is charged up to the account 
of the articles for which it is used. All 
usable No. 1 wrought iron is received 
and charged up at 1^ centa a pound, and 
cast iron at ona cant.— Philadalphia OdL 



Cannlballam la SaahallMi. 

The Vladivostock, a newspaper pub- 
lished in eaatem Siberia, reveals a terri- 
ble itata of affairs among the convfots on 
the island of Saghallen. It would ap- 
pear that the convicts there have been 
treated })ysoine(if the subordinate prison 
aulhoriti<'s so hiirnhly that the governor 
of the island has Ix en obliged to inter- 
fere for their protection. 

A warder named EbKOoS and soma 
of his assistants, who at one time were 
convicts themselves and had been raised 
to the rank of jailers, have been removed 
from their jjosts. Khanoff's treatment 
of the prisoners was so aboininiible that 
a number of them crippled themselves, 
cutting oflf fingers and toes, in order to 
be treated as invalids and to be freed 
from his terrible cruelties. Others fled 
to the impenetrable forest, where they 
suflered all the horrors of hunger. 

In a satchel belonging to a fugitive 
convict who had been hunted down 
were found some pieces of human flesli. 
Inveatigation revealed that this man had 
been one of a party of fonr, and that 
only one of them now remained. The 
others had been killed and devouretl by 
their comrades. Similar cases of canni- 
balism are, according to the Siberian 
jonrnal, not infraqneint 

In ItMea Bassto. 

In Russia, where the cold is very in- 
tense, the markets are very curious 
things. The meat is frozen; the carcases 
of dead animals, as sheep and pigs, stand 
uprtght outside the stalls; everything, 
even game and poultry, requires to be 
thawed before It enn he cooked, and t he 
market people's dress is as piotnresque 
as it is warm and comfortable. 

Then the rivers are frozen over all the 
winter long, and so thick is the ice that 
every one can skate, anywhere and any 
time, titalls ore put up on the ice and 
busy markets held there. 

In the Asiatic part of Russia the peo- 
ple live chiefly by hunting and flshing, 
and the fur of the Russian animals is 
very beautiful — the ermine, fox, sable, 
sea otter and others. 

At the end of the winter, when the 
snow melts, the huntsman pursues the 
elk, wearing long shoes, in which he 
can glide over the snow very quickly, 
wliile the poor elk .sinks into the snow 
deoi)er and deeper every stej) and is at 
last overtaken and killed. — Good Words.
